Military Service 1940 Through 1953 ° 


; U. S. Gov 
One of the 1952 changes in the 
social security law provides that 
active military service at any time 
from September 16, 1940, through 


December 31, 1953, is now covered} 


by social security. Prior to the pas- 
sage of the 1952 amendments, no 
service after July, 1947, was cov- 
ered, 

The new law gives the same pro- 
tection to armed service personnel 
serving since the close of World 
War II as the World War II vet- 
eran was given in 1950. This means| 
that for each month of military 
service, an individual can be cred- 
ited with $160 in wages toward an 
insured status under social se-| 
curity. |

“"9r'm sitting there, waiting to 
I give the nurse my age and 
all that when the fellow 
next to me speaks up. Every- 
body’s very friendly, This fellow 
says, ‘Every drop of this blood 
ought to go to combat areas.’ 
“T tell him—‘That’s right— 
the least we can do is make sure 
they’re taken care of. But we 
can’t stop with that. See—I’m 
in Civil Defense. Now, supposing 
all of a sudden there are enemy 
planes over this city, dropping 
atom bombs on our heads? 
Wouldn’t we be in the front 
lines, too?” 
“Then a lady behind us puts in 
a word. ‘How about our hospi- 
tals right now?’ she asks. ‘Isn’t 


it just as important to save a 
child’s life, for example?’ 
“‘Before we can agree, an older 
man chimes in, quietlike and 
relaxed. ‘I seem to be the only 
one,’ he says, ‘Without a spe- 
cial reason for being here—out- 
side of wanting to do unto others 
as I hope they would do unto 
me. But I'd say every reason for 
giving blood is a special reason 
. . . Just as every American life 
that can be saved at any time 
and any place is special. That 
being the case, it doésn’t so much 
matter where the blood is needed.

The American reading public 
knows too little about the labor 
press.
